The University was financed during 1985-86 mainly by the University Grants Commission (UGC) through maintenance 
grants (amount Rs. >1611 29 lakhs). A maintenance grant of R3. 4-74 Jakhs was received frpm the Government of Utt&r Pradesh 
also. Grants aggregating Rs. 251-94 lakhs w c r e received from the Government of India and the UGC for the implementation of 
specific schemes. Revenue receipts from permanent endowments and investments, building and land, academic and hostel re¬ 
ceipts and miscellaneous receipts totalled Rs. 118-95 lakhs. Abroad analysis of income and expenditure of the University for

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. 2. Comments on Accounts 

- (i) Capital expenditure out of maintenance grant not reflected in Balance Sheet : 

The University incurred capital expenditure aggregating to Rs. 12.86 out of the Maintenance (.Revenue) Budget on purchase of mptor 
vehicles during 1983-84 (Rs. 5 -91 lakhs) and 1984-85 (Rs-1 -36 lakhs) and on purchase of fans/luring 1981-82 to 1985-86?Rs. 5 -59 lakhs), 
but the assets acquired were not shown in the Balance Sheet of the respective year. 

The University stated (December, 1986 that the expenditure was met from the Revenue Budget since the UGC paid capital grants only 
for new buildings. It was further stated (December, 1986) that th# items purchased out of maintenance grant were not requiredto.be classi¬ 
fied as capital assets and shown in the Balance Sheet, but this argument of the University as not in accord with the definition of the assets 
as given in the General Financial Rules governing sanctioning of grants-in-aid;by the Government of India. * 

(ii) Recoveries Suspense : 

Pursuant to a comment in paragraph 2 (ii) of the Audit Report for 1984-85, out of the credit balance of Rs. 7 -21 lakhs out. 
standing under the head ‘Recoveries Suspense’ the University carried out adjustment to the extent of Rs. 1 -03 lakhs (net).

The University stated (December, 1986) that after making payments/transfers, not credit balance of Rs. 4 -58 lakhs (Boarding House 
Dues), : Rs. 5 -58 lakhs (Credit) and salary payable : Rs. 1 lakh (Debit) remained outstanding. 

[ii|) Cancelled Cheques : 

The credit balance of Rs. 1 -91 lakhs shown under‘Suspense Account’, on the liabilities side of Balance Sheet for 1985-86 represented 
the value of cheques cancelled duringd983-84, which under Rule 34 (a) of the Account code of the University, should have been shown as 
minus entry on the dates on which the cheques were cancelled. 

It was stated (December, 1986) that the amount of cancelled cheques was credited in a separate suspense account during 1983-84 
in order to accommodate the committed liabilities as and when required, 

(iv) Cheques awaiting cancellation : 

Cheques aggregating to Rs. 6 -20 lakhs (Provident Fund : Rs. 1 -84 lakhs, Deposit : Rs. 1 -79 lakhs, Muslim University Develop¬ 
ment : Grant : Rs. 1 -58 lakhs. Salary : Rs. 0 -85 lakhs, Muslim University Pension : Rs. 0 -07 lakh and Muslim University Fund : Rs. 
0 -07 lakh)issued during 1973-74 to 1984-85 but not presented at (fie bank by the payees, had not been cancelled and written back though 
time barred. 

The University stated'(December, 1986) that the amount of uncancelled cheques has since been reduced to Rs. 4-63 lakhs. 

(v) Depreciation Fund : 

The Central Universities are not required to create “Depreciation Fund” as they are not required to charge depreciation on the as¬ 
sets created out of Government grants, since the replacement/creation of assets is done out of grants received from Government of India. 
The University had created a Depreciation Fund without the approval of Government of India/UGC and accumulated Rs. 7-86 lakhs 
thecloseof 1985-86. Pursuant to the comment in paragraph 2 (iv) of the Audit Reportfor 1984-85,the University’s ‘Finance Committee, 
resolved (March, 1986 that since the University did not have any other grant under plan or nonplan for meeting expenditure on replacement 
of machine!y, etc. the practice of maintenance of Depreciation Fund might be continued. 

The approval of Government of Tndia/UGC for creation/continuance of Depreciation Fund was, however, not •btaiaed 
(December, 1986.).

The annual acflhunts of the University Press for the years 1982-83 to 1985-86 had not been finalised and incorporated in thp accounts 
of the University so far (December, 1986), Despite the assurance given in reply to comment on it in the Audit Report for 1984-85. 

3. Outstanding advances : 

Advances (3550 cases ) amounting to Rs. 232 -96 lakhs paid to suppliers for making supplies and to department of the University 
for meeting contingent expenditure (persona! advances) etc. during 1961-62 to 1985-86 had been awaiting adjustment (September, 1986).

Adjustment accounts againsMfcc advances amounting to Rs'. 8 -68 lakhs were stated to be not readily available in Building Depart¬ 
ment (September, 1986). Besides, advance of Rs. 0 -41 lakh " as given to 43 research scholars during 1973-74 to 1984-85, who subse¬ 
quently left the University without submitting adjustment accounts. 

The University stated (December, 1966) that vigorous efforts were lining made for speedy adjustment of the outstanding advance 8 - 
which had been reduced to Rs. 200 -35 lakhs (3139 cases). However, reasons for the delay in this behalf were not forthcoming. 
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4 . Bilk Reconciliation : 

As on 31st March, 1986, there was a total difference of Rs- 665 -21 lakhs between the balances as shown in the cash books of the 
University and those appearing in the bank accounts. The details were as under :—

5. Grants : 

(a) Non-retund of unutilised balances of specific purpose grants: 

As on 31st March 1986 the University had an unutilised balance of Rs. 44 “05 lakhs against specific purpose grants pertaining to the 
period 1958-59 to 1978-79. At the same time in certain other cases the University had incurred expenditure In excess of the specific purpose 
grants (amount Rs. 47 57 lakhs) over the corresponding period.

The Univcrdty slated (December 1986) that necessary action for the adjustment of the unutilised balances against the excess ex¬ 
penditure was being taken. However, Rs. 6 -20 lakhs had been already refunded to the UGC and more refunds and that adjustments would 
be mad- during 1986-87, seasons for the delay in this behalf were not spel t out. 


6. Gas Plant : 

A gas plant installed in the Jawahar Lai Nehru Medical College of the University in 1976-77 at a cost of Rs. 6 lakhs had not been 
commissioned as yet (December, 1986). This was commented upon in para 50 -8 I of Comptroller and Auditor General’s Report (1983-84) 
Union Government (Civil). In reply the University had stated (October 1984) that tho difficulties faced in commissioning the plant were 
being overcome, with the help of specialist firm. However, the gas plant remained uncommissioned (December 1986) In order to ascertain 
exact nature of defects a private company was contacted in January 1986 but no progress was made, 


7. Pfcytfcal verification of stores : 

Out of 134 departments of the University which held charge of store a.id stock .only 40 (30 percent) completed physical verification 
, , i9g5-86. In women’s college, physical verification was never done. In Ross Massood and Sri Ziauudin Halls it had 

t hsen carried out since 1970 and 1979 respectively, whereas in the case of Geology, Electricity Departments and Viqarul Mulk Hall, 
X. pending after 1983-84. 

The University stated (December 19f}6) that 24 more departments/offices bad submitted reports on physical verifleati 00, 
TUmides physical verification reports in respect of Ross Massood Hall, Ziauddin Hall and Geology Department for tho year 1984-85, a 
1985*86' respectively had been submitted. 
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8. Un-sold stock of publications : 

As on 31s,f August 1986, tha publication Divisional' the University was having an unsold stock of 44,361 books of 298 titles (value 
Rs. 4 -67 lakhs) published during 1953-59/0 1985-86, ofwhich 36,884 copies of2 92 titles (80 percent approximately) valueing Rs 3-17 lakhs 
were printed more than 10 years ago. " ' '

The University stated (December 1936) tint the publications wore mostly outdated, which coirld not bo sold easily and that no 
commercial concept was kept in mind while printing the copies of the titles- However, books were being sold by Arranging exhibitions. 


9 . Sale of publications through publishers : 

As on 12th September 1936, the five publishers eng ;:d by the Ulivjrsity for selling the publications brought out by its Deoart- 
ment of History, were holding stock of 17,329 conics of .25 t. ties priced at Rs. 13 -07 ! lkhs. The earliest title was published in 1966 The 
cost of publications (amount not known) was m it from the m tint.- line; grant up'o 1978 anj thereafter from the Revolving Fund created for 
the purpose. The publisnjrs were squired to remit to the U livardty 45 percent of the sale realisations (40 percent on sale out of India) 
as its share, of royalty. The University paid about 30 percent of its hare to the author and deposited the balance ’ amount in ‘Revolving 
Fund’ in terms of the Executive Council’s resolution of March 1979.

There was nothing on record with the University to show if, the publishers had been remitting the royalty due to K or not. As a 
matter of fact one of the publishers, who according to the sale statement for the,period upto 30th Agrii 1580, was holding 12,636 copies of 
21 titles, prices at Rs. 4 -41 lakhs hao gone bankrupt. 


The Univefsity stated (September 1986) that legal action for the recovery of royalty (amount : Rs. 1 -98 lakhs) from the bankrupt 
publishers hat. bet n initiated (January 1S8C „nc that rtminuers to four other publishers for rendition of sale statements were last issued on 
21st May 1986. It wass furtherstatcc. in December 1936 tint the sale statements fo- 520 copies, alo.iyvith the cheque for Rs. 0 -89 lakh had 
since been received and that the number of unsold copies with the publishers stood reduced to 17309. 

10. Reorientation of Medical Education Scheme : 

With the objective of providing direct health care services by the Medical Colleges to the rural and semi-urban - pulation and 
securing the reorientation of the teadiiag staff of such coll :g;s for establishing a positive bias towards community services, a ce rally spon¬ 
sored scheme “Reorientation of Medical Education (ROME)”was launched in 1977. In the first instance, each Medical C .liege was 
to accept total responsibility of promotive, preventive and curative health care of at last thlee community Development B1 .ck. of the 
district but subsequently, over a period of 3 to'5 years, the entire district was to be co vered under i his. scheme. The scheme also envisaged 
that the .training time table of the under graduate medical si talents was to be so chalked out that they were posted at the Primary Health 
Centre (PHC) of the Block for at least 8 weeks in a year and the stiff members from the entire faculty were also to be posted at PHC’s by 
rotation for sufficiently long periods, for guiding the trainees and supervising the implementation of the scheme. 

The Jawahar Lai Nehru Medical College of Aligarh Muslim University was entrusted with this responsibility in December 1981/ 
April, 1982. 
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A non-recurring grant of Rs. 13 -65 lakhs was also provided under the scheme to the college by the GovernmenCof India for cons¬ 
truction of (i) residential quarters for 5 faculty members, 10 male and 5 female student trainees (Rs. 6 lakhs),* (ii) se jn aar-ei m-Iecure 
room (Rs. 1 -50 lakhs), (iii) 3 garages for Me bile Clinics (Rs. 0-90 lakh) (iv) for additions to PHC’s (Rs. 1-50 lakhs), and for 
purc'iiss if ni ii-bJs(R5. 0-75.1 tkh). R>curring expenditure to the extent of Rs. 3 *10 lakhs per year on staff, medicine, petroleum/ 
oil/lubricants for 3 mobile clinics and minibus was to be'borne by the*state government. 

Outofthonon-recurringgrant of Rs. 14-25 lakhs received by the University during 1981-82 to if 85-86, only Rs. 2-23 lakhs 
(15 perccnt)were spent on buildings, garages, equirment, etc. till the end ol March 198*6. Against the recurring grant of Rs, 3-29 lakhs 
received during 1981-82 to 1984-85, the college utilised Rs. 2-87 lakhs (87 percent) leaving an unspent balance of Rs, 0-42 lakh 
at the end of March 1986. 

Although, selection of the Medical College for this scheme was done in December 1981, the college started its implementation 
from April 1982 and selection of 3 PHC’s (Jawan, Iglas Harduaganj) was done in June 1983. The medical students and the teaching faculty 
had been commuting between Aligarh and the PHCs by mobile clinics (3 numbers— one for each PHC) instead of residing at the 
PHC as envisaged in the scheme. In all, only 21 villages were visited by them for 28 to 93 days on average each year during 1982-83 to 
1985-86 though it was intended to cover the entire rural/senti-urban population-of Aligarh district within a Period of 3 to 5 veras. i.e. bv 
1987. 

The University stated (December 1986) that the State Government did not pay its share of funds intime and that the PHCs selected 
in Aoril 1982 could not be taken over before June 1983 due to technical difficulties. Further, construction of a building at one PKC was 
in progress and at the remaining two PHCs the work could not be started as land was either not available or there was some problem in 
transfer of ownership. 

11. Central Automobile Workshop 

In order to ensure quality repairs of University vehicles and to reduce the mounting (tills on this account, a Central Aufomobile 
Workshop (CAW) was set up In April 1984 as a central facility to undertake repairs of all the University vehicles, including those of pro¬ 
jects. Despite that, out of A; total expenditure of Rs. 1 -74 lakhs on repairs during 1585-86, Rs. 1-48 lakhs (85 percent) related to 
private workshop/garages, since the CAWremained closed during the period from 31st December 1584 to 12th August 1985 due to 
removal of daily wages employees. 

12. Non-receipt of periodicals and journals : 


Tin jo trnals arid periodicals numbering 2320, for which subscriptions of Rs. 1.09 lakhs were paid in advance to various supplier 
during 1968 to 1984, had’not boon received by the University (September 1986). T(ieyearwise breakup of the wanting issues was as

The University stated (Septembe 1986) that efforts were being made to obtain the journals and periodicals. It was further stated 
(December 1986) that an amount of Rs. 0 -87 lakh would be adjusted from the unsettled claims of two suppliers i. they failed to refund 
the amount paid to them as advance. 

13. Dawakhana Tibbiya College, AUgarh : 

(a) Capital assets in the share of machinery etc. (value : Rs. 4 -61 lakhs) as taken over (year of transfer not available) by the 
Dawakhana from the University had not been shown in the Balance Sheet of ttye Dawakhana. 

(b) Daring 1984-85 and 1985-86, the net profit of the Dawakhana showed down-ward trend as compared to that of 19 83-84, al¬ 
though the sales showed upward trend. The details were as under :—

(c) O itstandings against sundry debtors had gone up from Rs. 10 -50 lakhs in 1983-84 to Rs. 16 -3$ lakhs in 1984-85 and Rs, 


20 -90 lakhs in 1985-86. 
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(<1) Verification of the stock was not done by the primary auditor (Chartered Accountant, as the slock register!) and bin cards 
were not being updated. The valuation of the closing stock was accepted on the basis of tire, explanation of the Manager 
of the Dawakhana. Besides, the value of the closing stock had beon progressively increasing since 1983-84, as shown below :—

Since the verification of the closing stock had not been certified as the stock Register Bin cards were not being maintained on re¬ 
gular basis, the correctness of the net profit could not be ascertained. 

The University stated (December 1986) that the value of machinery would be shown as capital asset in the Balance Sheet from the 
year 1986-87. The decrease in profit during 1985-86 was attributed to Provision of Ra. 2.50 lakhs towards liabilities of the Provident Fund. 
Tho increase in stock was attributed to substantial sales for which tho Dawakhana had to keep sufficient stock of raw material, packing-, 
material and finished goods.
